ous coal supply for the immediate future will be under- 
written by the national coal association. This is the 
substance of a plan to be launched today as outlined in ' 
a statement issued on the adjournment late yesterday 
of the interstate commerce commission conference with 
representative coal dealers, railroad officials, coal oper- 
ators and members of the chamber of commerce-of Ak- 
ron, Canton, Yonngstown, Alliance, Elyria, Kent and 
other cities. 
The plan which met with the ap- 


proval of both sides of the coal 
controversy will if approved by fed- 
eral officials assure Northern Ohio 
cities an adequate coal supply un- 
til the commission's order giving 
the lake shipments priority OTdr 
the coal shipped here for domestic 
purposes 13 revoked.
